1 left her lying 
on the floor and ran to the hall and 
called1 to the hall boy to run quickly 
for a doctor, as some one was sick. 


"Mrs. Rogers and I then laid- Mrs. 


Adams on the lounge and I went out 
to hurry the boy but found he had al- 
ready gone. The boy came back and 
said he had asked Dr. Hitchcock to 
come and that he said he would."

The Weapon and HoW^to Become 


Proficient in ItatTse. 


When the trappers and traders were 


making St. Louis their point for sell- 
Ing and buying furs, long before the 
daya 
of 
the 
breech-loading rifle, 


the 
Hawken 
rifle 
was 
a 
fa- 


mous 
arm 
among 
the 
voya- 


geurs and trappers. 
. It was part 


of the outfit of most of the men trav- 
elling the upper Missouri and the 
mountain streams among the hostile 
Indians. 
It was an accurate weapon 


for ordinary ranges, and in the muzzle- 
loading era, when game was plenti- 
ful and "Injuns" ditto, It served the 
purpose of the hardyadventurers of the 
west. The typical old squirrel rifle, 
with Its small bore, "buck-horn" rear 
sight, heavy stock and crescent butt,

The gallery practice is worth very 


little from a practical standpoint. It 
begets trick shooting, and with its 
usual conditions of light, position of 
taigets and the like has too much 
sameness to produce good marksman- 
ship. Rifie-shooting 
in its 
highest 


sense should combine ajbility at short, 
middle and long distance ranges. It is 
not difficult to acquire facility as ariflc 
shot in the galleries 01 ranges at dis- 
tances of from thirty-five to one hun- 
dred yards at targets standing about 
shoulder high with the shooter, as they 
are usually disposed. But it is an 
entirely different matter to be able to 
do first-rate work at outdoor ranges 
in windy and stormy weather, at sharp 
angles and at distances to be calcur 
lated with the eye. Light and shade 
and wind and weather have a great 
deal to do with rifle shooting, and the 
drift of a birllet and its drop at long 
ranges become questions of" scientific 
solution.

The main thing to do in getting to be 


a good shot with a rifle is to do your 
shooting outdoors and all angles. As 
an invariable rule you must learn your 
weapon's peculiarities. 
Get used to 


the drop of the stock and the way the 
rifle comes up to your shoulder. Test 
it until you get the best load for it. 
Always buy a standard make. There 
are at least four good grades of re- 
peaters in the market of American 
manufacture. These are for ranges lot 
from 100 to 400 yards. Very little 
game is shot at longer distances thtn 
this, and the singleshot and the mili- 
tary rifles are better for the longer 
ranges. Long-range target rifles are 
especially built for people who wart 
them. But for

at the middle.distances the repeater?

The difficulty of getting rifle practicj 


in the more thickly settled states is the 
want of space. The averige modern 
rifle bullet, keeps travelling on and on, 
picking up a hired man orTa cow as It 
traverses boundaries of a county, and 
ending up by sinking into some giant 
oak to the depth of a foot or 1 so. The 
result has been that it is extremely 
unsafe to indulge in rifle shooting ex-

She 
tells of her victories anfl it is instruct- 
ive. There should be the feeiing of 
hopefulness ill the way through. In 
wr primary j department there is a 
teachers' club an£ it takes care of its 
own program.; There you are bound to 
get subjects whicK are alive, real and 
vital, and you get much more helpful 
results. 
We| as superintendents get 


jealous of our; prerogatives and I don't

If we have any interesting meetings

Belves. 
If we .bring teachers from 


abroad it gives new interest and new 
ideas and it Isj a poor teacher who will 
not bring a new graft of ideas.

Leave the thing to the teachers and let 
them have a [vital interest in it and 
make it out for themselves. I think 
that will givef us some very vigorous 
work for the year.

He 
said that there is no need of a ranking 
system. 
It does no good, wastes time 


and is bad in most every respect. It 
wastes the time of the teacher and 
spoils the recitation. It narrows the 
teacher's scope. 
It brings it down ' to 


just what the pupil is to be ranked 
upon. It sets up a false system of 
scholarship. It manes learning the 
acquisition of facts only. It is bad in 
its influence on the scholar, the teacher 
and the parents. 
I am not quite sure 


.what the grain of good there is in the 
ranking system. 
It is claimed that it 


furnishes a stimulant to the pupil. I 
don't believe it The stimulus is not 
furnished to the pupil who needs it. 
Those at the foot of the class who need 
the stimulus most, do not get it. No 
teacher has a class six weeks who does 
not know the relative standing of the 
pupils in the class. Moreover, every 
pupil learns the 'standing of every 
other pupil. The parents place more 
reliance upon figures than upon our 
word. 
I think the teachers are re 


sponslble for this condition.

•have teachers remember that every 
time they appeal to figures to confirm 
what they say it weakens their state- 
ment.
